Option gets frosty 
reception from both 
GOP, White House

President Barack Obama and House 
Speaker John Boehner pushed ahead 
on negotiating a broad deal to avert 
the fiscal cliff, even as the GOP lead- 
er readied a backup plan Tuesday 
to pressure the White House with 
little time left to avoid a double hit 
on the economy. 

With two weeks until automat- 
ic tax hikes and spending cuts, 
Boehner offered a “plan B” that 
would cancel tax increases due to 
take effect Jan. 1 on everyone earn- 
ing $1 million or less, while allow- 
ing tax increases on those earning 
more than that amount. 

Boehner insisted that his plan 
would address the burgeoning 
deficits and that the president has 


failed to produce a balance plan in 
weeks of post-election negotiations. 

But the speaker’s alternative 
was a non-starter with the White 
House and Democrats, and per- 
haps more damaging to its pros- 
pects, got a frosty reception from 
rank-and-file House Republicans 
in a morning closed-door meeting. 

“The president is willing to con- 
tinue to work with Republicans,” 
White House spokesman Jay Carney 
said. “But he is not willing to accept 
a deal that doesn’t ask enough of the 


very wealthiest in taxes.” 

Rep. Jim Jordan of Ohio, the 
outgoing chairman of the conser- 
vative Republican Study Commit- 
tee, said, “I’m not doing cartwheels 
over it, that’s for sure.” 

Jordan said Boehner’s plan 
crosses a dangerous line by enact- 
ing higher tax rates for anyone. 

“I think it’s a mistake for the 
Republican Party, so that’s what I 
think a lot of members are strug- 
gling with,” said the Ohio Repub- 
lican.

9/11 Cancer Study Inconclusive 


Chicago 

The most comprehensive study of 
potential World Trade Center-relat- 
ed cancers raises more questions 
than it answers and won’t end a 
debate over whether the attacks 
were really a cause.

‘Murder Capital’ Days Behind Us 


Drop in homicides 
has D.C. on pace for 
remarkable milestone 

Washington 

The crack epidemic that began 
in the 1980s ushered in a wave of 
bloodletting in the nation’s cap- 
ital and a death toll that ticked 
upward daily. Dead bodies, some- 
times several a night, had homi- 
cide detectives hustling between 
crime scenes and earned Wash- 
ington unwelcome monikers such 
as the nation’s “murder capital.” 

But after approaching near- 
ly 500 slayings a year in the early 


1990s, the annual rate has gradu- 
ally declined to the point that the 
city is now on the verge of a once- 
unthinkable milestone. The num- 
ber of 2012 killings in the District 
of Columbia stands at 78 and is 
on pace to finish lower than 100 
for the first time since 1963, police 
records show. 

“It strikes me probably daily as 
I ride around the city, or sometimes 
when I’m sitting at home at night, 
and it’s 10 o’clock and my phone’s 
not ringing,” said Police Chief Cathy 
Lanier, who joined the department 
in 1991. 

The homicide drop is good news 
for violence-weary residents such as 
John Harper, who said his street in

the historically violent Anacostia 
neighborhood feels far safer than it 
did 10 years ago. Still, a fatal shoot- 
ing last July on his block returned 
his thoughts to the night in 2009 


when his own son was killed in 
an alley. 

“I didn’t even want to look over 
there because it just takes me right 
back to that day,” he said. “A lot of it 
is starting to come to an end, that 
behavior is starting to just leave this 
city — hopefully for good. I know 
not all of it, but a lot of it.” 

Lanier, the police chief, said that 
in a city visited by millions of tour- 
ists annually, a continued down- 
ward trend might help alter a lin- 
gering perception of the city as a 
haven for violence. 

“It really is about a vibrant, 
safe city. I want people to not only 
be safe but to feel safe,” she said.

Somber Return 
In Newtown 

With security stepped up and families still 
on edge in Newtown, students headed 
back to school Tuesday for the first time 
since last week’s massacre, bringing a 
return of familiar routines— at least, for 
some —to a grief-stricken town as it bur- 
ies 20 of its children. Buses ferrying stu- 
dents were festooned with green-and- 
white ribbons on the front grills, a nod to 
the colors of Sandy Hook Elementary, as 
classes resumed for all Newtown stu- 
dents except those at the attacked ele- 
mentary school. At Newtown High School, 
students betrayed mixed emotions. Some 
waved at or snapped photos of the media 
horde. Othersappeared visibly shaken. 
“There’s going to be no joy in school,’’ said 
17-year-old senior P. J. Hickey. “It really 
doesn’t feel like Christmas anymore.’’ (ap) 


A Schools Uncertain Fate 


What’s next for Sandy Hook? Similar 
tragedies offer lessons in moving on. 


Aurora, Colo. 

As Newtown, Conn., grieves the 
deadly mass shooting at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School, victims’ 
families and residents will eventu- 
ally have to decide what to do with 
the building and how to memori- 
alize the fallen. 

Will they decide to demolish the 
school where authorities say Adam 
Lanza killed 20 children and six 
adults before killing himself? Or 
just the parts where he opened fire? 
Will there be a memorial on school 
grounds, or in town? Or both? 

Whatever they choose, it will 
give them a measure of control over 
a situation in which they have had 
very little, said Dr. Louis Kraus, 
chief of child and adolescent psy- 
chiatry at Rush University Medi- 
cal Center in Chicago. 

“To be able to have some con- 
trol and say in that process I think 
is going to be very important” to 
the healing process, he said. 


Here’s a look at what some other 
communities that have faced mass 
school shootings have done. 

Razed in Pa. 

In Pennsylvania, an Amish com- 
munity decided that removing a 
schoolhouse where five girls were 
killed and five others were wound- 
ed in October 2006 by a gunman 
would be the best way to help bring 
resolution. 

Ten days after the shooting, 
heavy machinery demolished the 
West Nickel Mines Amish School. 
New Hope Amish School, its 
replacement with added securi- 
ty features, was built a few hun- 
dred yards away and opened April 
2, 2007 — six months to the day 
after the massacre. 

Repurposed in Va. 

At Virginia Tech, the scene of the 
worst mass shooting in modern 
U.S. history, a classroom building 
where a student gunman killed 30 


people in April 2007 is now home 
to the Center for Peace Studies and 
Violence Prevention. 

A dormitory where the two 
other students were killed has been 
turned into a residential college. 

As at many other scenes of mass 
shootings, a memorial was created 
on the campus’ main lawn re-cre- 
ating the 32 stones — one for each 
person killed — placed there in the 
hours after the tragedy. 

Rebuilt in Colo. 

After two students went on a deadly 
rampage at Columbine High School 
in Littleton, Colo., in April 1999, 
students finished the year at anoth- 
er school. Columbine reopened in 
time for the following school year 
after extensive repairs.

“We don’t want to make it a 
shrine to the tragedy,” Jack Swan- 
zy, lead architect on the project, 
said at the time. 

Officials considered remodel- 
ing and reopening the second-floor 
library, where most of the students 
were killed, but parents objected. 


The district eventually demol- 
ished and replaced the old library, 
which sat above the school cafete- 
ria. The space was converted into 
an atrium. 

A memorial to those killed 
— 12 students and a teacher — 
opened years later on a hill above 
the school. 

On Friday, after the Newtown 
shooting. Amber Essman, 24, made 
her first visit. 

She wanted to pay belated 
respects to those killed at Colum- 
bine and provide some comfort to 
their families. 

“They need comfort and peace 
today in addition to the families 
in Connecticut that have been

Maryland 

The Terps opened the season with a 
72-69 loss to No. 3 Kentucky. It was 
a perfect time to take advantage of a 
freshman-loaded Wildcats team that 
has since fallen out of the rankings, 
but Maryland was unable to leave 
with a win. Since the loss, the Terps 
have won nine straight, but their 
most-impressive wins have come vs. 
Northwestern and George Mason. 

As a 7-foot-l, 255-pound center, 
Alex Len was on the NBA radar for 
his size alone. But his development on 
offense and athleticism in the post have 
Len soaring up draft boards. His pro- 
duction has improved in every major 
area — he’s averaging 13.9 points, 8.8 
rebounds and 2.6 blocks a game, while 
shooting 58.7 percent from the floor. 

There aren’t too many teams in 
the country that hit the glass or 
share the ball better than the Terps. 
Maryland ranks third in rebounding 
(45.4 per game) and fourth in assists 
(18.8 pg). Point guard Pe’Shon Howard 
leads the ACC in assist to turnover 
ratio (3.16), and forward Charles 
Mitchell is averaging 6.5 rebounds 
in just 15.7 minutes a game. 

The Terps lack a consistent deep 
threat. Maryland ranks 210th in 
the country in 3-point shooting (32.1 
percent), and its top three perimeter 
players — Dez Wells, Nick Faust and 
Howard — all shoot under 30 percent 
from behind the arc. If anyone emerges 
as a 3-point threat, it should open 
the lane for Wells and Len. 



Battle Lines 

The top two men’s basketball teams in the area have gotten off 
to strong starts. Georgetown and Maryland are both 9-1, they both 
have a possible future NBA lottery pick and they both are exceeding 
expectations.

Georgetown 


The No. 15 Hoyas’ most impressive 
performance may have been in their 
lone loss of the season. Georgetown 
took then-No. 1 Indiana to overtime 
but fell in the title game of the Legends 
Classic. The Hoyas’ only win over a 
ranked opponent was their 78-70 
defeat of No. 11 UCLA at home, but 
the Bruins have lost twice since, 
including to Cal Poly. 

Otto Porter Jr. came into the season 
with a lot of draft buzz and has lived up 
to expectations, averaging 12.9 points, 

7. 1 rebounds and 3.2 assists a game. 

But what NBA scouts have to love most 
about the 6 -foot-8 sophomore forward 
is his improved perimeter shooting. He 
went from a 22.6 percent 3-point shooter 
last season to 36.8 percent this season. 

The Hoyas may have the best defense in 
the country. With four starters 6 -foot- 8 
or taller, Georgetown’s length gives 
opposing offenses problems. In back-to- 
back games, the Hoyas held Tennessee 
to 36 points, its second-lowest total 
since the 1985-86 season, and Texas 
to 41 points on 29.2 percent shooting. 
Georgetown ranks 10th in the country 
in points allowed per game (55.4). 

The Hoyas go through long spells when 
the offense just can’t score. Against Ten- 
nessee, they had 37 points in a win. Two 
games later, they managed just 46 points 
against Towson, a team that’s lost five of 
its past six games. The lack of consistent 
guard play has hurt the Hoyas’ offen- 
sive execution, forcing them to grind out 
games against inferior teams.

Another Major Award for Manziel 



Aggies QB is named 
the Associated Press 
Player of the Year 

College Football 

Johnny Manziel ran for almost 
1,700 yards and 30 touchdowns 
as a dual-threat quarterback his 
senior year of high school at Ker- 
rville Tivy in Texas. 

Who would have thought he’d 
be even more impressive at Texas 
A&M when pitted against the 
defenses of the SEC? 

On Tuesday, Manziel picked up 
another major award for his spec- 
tacular debut season. He was voted 
the Associated Press Player of the 
Year. As with the Heisman Tro- 
phy and Davey O’Brien Award that 
Manziel already won, the QB nick- 
named “Johnny Football” is the first 
freshman to collect the AP award. 

Manziel’s 31 votes were more 
than twice that of second-place 
finisher Manti Te’o, Notre Dame’s 
starting linebacker. He is the third- 
straight Heisman-winning quarter- 
back to receive the honor, following 
Robert Griffin III and Cam Newton. 

Manziel erased initial doubts 
about his ability when he ran for 
60 yards and a score in his first 


game, against Florida. 

“I knew I could run the ball, I 
did it a lot in high school,” Man- 
ziel said. “It is just something that 
you don’t get a chance to see in the 
spring. Quarterbacks aren’t live in 
the spring. You don’t get to tack- 
le. You don’t get to evade some of 
the sacks that you would in nor- 
mal game situations. So I feel like 
when I was able to avoid getting 
tackled, it opened some people’s 
eyes a little bit more.” 


The 6-foot-l Manziel threw for 
3,419 yards and 24 touchdowns 
and ran for I,l8l yards and 19 
more scores to help the Aggies 
win 10 games for the first time 
since 1998 — and in their inau- 
gural SEC year, too. 

Ryan Tannehill, Manziel’s pre- 
decessor now with the Dolphins 
after being drafted eighth over- 
all this season, saw promise from 
the young quarterback last year 
when Manziel was redshirted. But 


even he is surprised at how quickly 
things came together for Manziel. 

“It’s pretty wild. I always 
thought he had that playmaking 
ability, that something special 
where if somebody came free, he 
can make something exciting hap- 
pen,” Tannehill said. “I wasn’t real- 
ly sure if, I don’t think anyone was

You can't Listen to 
Beck’s Latest aLbum, 
but you can heLp bring 
‘Song Reader’ to Life

Beck wants you to think about the 
way music has changed over the 
past century and what that means 
about how human beings engage 
one another these days. 

Laboring over the intricate and 
ornate details of his new “Song 
Reader” sheet music project, he was 
struck by how social music used to 
be — something we’ve lost in the 
age of ear buds.

“You watch an old film and see 
how people would dance together 
in the ’20s, ’30s and ’40s,” he says. 
“You’d go out and people would 
switch partners and it was a way 
of social interaction. It’s something 
that was part of what brought people 
together. Playing music in the home 
is another aspect that’s been lost.” 

Beck hopes “Song Reader” ($34, 
McSweeney’s) inspires some of us to 
pickup instruments and limber our 
vocal cords. It includes no record- 






ed music; instead, 20 new songs are 
annotated on sheet music. 

The 42 -year-old singer notes in 
the preface that the sheet music for 
Bing Crosby’s “Sweet Leilani” sold 
an estimated 54 million copies in 
1937, meaning about 40 percent of 
the U.S. population was engaged in 
learning how to play that song. They 
were touching it directly, speeding 
it up, slowing it down, changing the 
lyrics and creating something new. 

“There’s popular bands now 
that people know the words to their 
songs and can sing along,” he says, 
“but there’s something about play-

ing a song for yourself or for your 
friends and family that allows you 
to inhabit the song and by some sort 
of osmosis it becomes part of who 
you are, in a way.” 

Beck hopes fans will record their 
own versions and upload them to 
Songreader.net so those songs grow 
into something more universal. 

As for his recorded music, that’s 
a little more complicated. He made 
an album in 2008, but set it aside. 
Beck says he’s not sure what’s next. 

“This last year I’ve been think- 
ing about whether I’d finish those 
songs [from 2008], whether they’re 
relevant or worthy of releasing,” he 
says. “I know that doesn’t sound 
very definitive, but that’s the kind of 
place I’m in — in this kind of limbo 
— and, um, yeah.” chris talbott (ap)

Music 

The bass player is a librarian. One 
guitarist fixes guitars, the other 
teaches people how to play. The 
drummer and keyboard player have 
scattered to other gigs. 

Yet when Graham Parker decid- 
ed to reassemble the Rumour, the 
backup band that played on his first 
four albums before their breakup 
more than 30 years ago, no one hes- 
itated to say yes. 

The reunion includes an album, 
“Three Chords Good;” a theater 
tour; a role in filmmaker Judd Apa- 
tow’s new comedy, “This Is 40;” and 
a renewed interest in Parker’s music. 

“It will disappear as soon as this 
is over and people will say, ‘Brian 
who? Brian Parker? Never heard of 
him,’” Parker jokes. “At the moment 
I feel like everybody knows me.” 

Coming out of England in 1975, 
Parker’s tightly wound rock made 
him a critical favorite. After dis- 
banding the Rumour following 
1980’s “The Up Escalator,” Parker 
moved to New York’s Catskills and 
has steadily written, recorded and 
performed. As with most artists of 
a certain age (he’s 62), the music 
world’s attention moved on.
